plains, daring a month or six & coks, the quan- 
tity should be three dozen of sherry.

“I have bathed, by sponge, or shower, or 
plange, for these twenty yeare—for pine years 
last past in the river or opem sea. As to the 
utility of bathing | will cite a few facts. While 
astudent for some years at Oberlin College, 
and surrounded by handreds of young men, I 
found those who bathed regularly enjoyed bet- 
ter health than those whe did net. I was for 
some years at the Grahams. House, in New York. 
A portion of the boarders bethed, and among 
others, Hon. Horace Greeley, who on one ovca- 
sion observed to me, that these whe reduced 
bathing to a system rarely suffered from colds 
or other sickness, the cold water and good ha- 
bits of those who bathe on principle, keeping 
them well. As a laborer at the missionary 
grounds, the ‘Five Points,’ and officiating as 
chaplain in one of the hospitals, | have waited 
on the sick and those dying of almost every 
disease, but euffered no injury. Thrice have I 
served as surgeon of ships with an aggregate 
of six hundred souls, with cholera, ship and 
shore patients on beard, and once as master, 
with my first and second officers both ill at the 
same time, one with emall pox, but never have 
I seen those who systematically bathed suffer 
from disease. 

* This is the fourth winter I have bathed in 
the river or sea since my return to the United 
Mtates. I have run five miles, divested myself 
of clothing, dashed tnto the river, ewam amid 
the ioe cakes, then dressed and ran two miles 
home. I have dived into the stream from the 
end of a pler seven to fifteen feet inte the chan 
nel, whose rapid current and tidal motion or- 
dinarily prevented freesing—or If frozen, T have 
eut the joe, and at no time this or the preve- 
ding winter have | been sheltered by house or 
shed, bat after bath, such ia the warmth that 
summer clothing would suffice for covering. 
The coldest morning tt was 15 degrees below 
sero, or 47 below the freeaing point.

friends who were with him, ‘Just think—
